Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 8/4/2006 with respect to the amended claims 1 , 20, 
29 have been fully considered and found persuasive. Claims 1-48 are allowed. 

Claim 1 recites a circuit protection device comprises an over-voltage protection 
portion disposed on the surface via an attachment structure, the attachment structure 
disposed between the over-current protection portion and the over-voltage protection 
portion and configured to thermally couple the over-voltage protection portion by at least 
one via formed in the over-current protection portion. 

Claim 20 recites an over-current and over-voltage protection device comprises a 
PTC element positioned between the first and second substrate and electrically 
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connected to the electrodes, a voltage suppressor disposed on the top surface of the 
second substrate and thermally coupled to the PTC element via a heat sink. 

Claim 29 recites a circuit protection device comprises an over-current protection 
portion interposed between one or more substrate layers of a circuit board; an over- 
voltage protection portion attached to the circuit board and thermally coupled to the 
over-current protection portion via a localized heat transferring structure within a least 
one of the substrate layers; and at least one terminal configured to connect the circuit 
protection device to a printed circuit board.
